EXTRA SESSION FOR 
FARM RELIEF URGED 


W ashington, la., November 
15.— 
Senator-elect Sm ith W. Brookhart to­ 
day advocated a special 
session 
of 
Congress next sum m er to 
complete 
enactm ent of special farm relief legi­ 
slation, which, 
he 
believes, 
should 
be started in the session opening next 
month. 
Farm relief, he declared, 
should 
precede the appropriations in 
Con­ 
gress. 
A ppropriation m easures, 
he 
said, could go over until 
the 
extra 
session. 


“I want to congratulate the farm ­ 
ers of Iowa upon their em phatic vic­ 
tory, because it was their victory and 
not mine”, Col. B rookhart said. “The 
victory is not due to any strict party 
alignm ent and those who arose above 
p arty demands to support the farm 
program are entitled to the greatest 
credit”. 
A survey of the situation 
shows 
th at the farm bloc 
easily 
has 
the 
balance of power in both houses 
of 
the new Congress. 
It also shows the 
adm inistration still in opposition to 
any adequate farm bill. 


“ Being opposed 
to 
farm 
relief, 
there is no chance th at the President 
will call an extra session, unless the 
appropriation bills are ddisplaced un­ 
til after March 4. This can easily be 
done by a dozen Senators, in spite of 
the w rath of the Vice President, and- 
I see no reason why it should not be 
favored by a m ajority of the old Sen­ 
a te ”. 


If farm legislation is passed and 
then vetoed, he said, it would be the 
issue of the national election. 
“Since 
about 
1,000,000 
farm ers 
have lost their property or their hom­ 
es during the last six years, and the 
vast m ajority of them are now facing 
disaster, the most speedy and dras­ 
tic action is demanded.

A farm er living about four 
miles 
north of town finds that soybeans are 
much more productive than cowpeas. 
He sowed a field to cowpeas and soy­ 
beans in equal portions

found 
that the soybeans yielded twenty-one 
and a half bushels to the acre while 
the cowpeas 
only 
produced 
seven 
bushels. 
He was preparing the land 
for wheat and he found that the land 
that had been in soybeans was much 
more friable than that which 
had 
been sowed to cowpeas. 
And to cap 
the climax, he reports that when por­ 
tions of both kinds of hay were plac­ 
ed in the mangers, the mules ate the 
soybean hay first.

The most undesirable loans in the 
United States today are agricultural 
loans in the nature of crop 
mort­ 
gages. 
Twenty-five years ago, when 
farming costs were low, the farm­ 
er lived on the farm, his family work­ 
ed, he lived economically and bor­ 
rowed from $2 to $4 per acre froi 
the bank on his crop mortgage, 
the crop was short, the banker 
did 
not have much to carry over. 
Today, 
the cost of 
everything 
has 
about 
doubled, the farmer spends much of 
his time in town, and it requires $8 
to $12 per acre and when the crop is 
short he is hopelessly in debt 
and 
goes in deeper trying to get out. 
The crop mortgage is 
no 
longer 
dequate or desirable security. Th< 
large number of bank failures in the 
agricultural section is attributed t( 
losses to banks on agricultural loans. 
The banker who persists 
in 
taking 
crop mortgages as the only security 
will sooner or later get into trouble. 
It is the landlords duty to 
see 
the 
farm worked and 
not 
the 
banker. 
Whenever the banker requires of the 
tenant farmer 
prime 
indorsers 
or 
other 
good security, he will borrow 
fifty per cent less, and the hank will 
have less loans and a good deal bet­ 
ter feeling when crops fail and col­ 
lections are bad. 
When the landloard 
furnishes the money, he superintends 
the spending of the money which is 
an advantage to the farmer and 
to 
the banker. 
Although 
the 
government 
has 
created additional credit facilities for 
the farmer, it has never been willing 
to assume the risks the banker does 
in trying to 
help him. 
Of 
course, 
when Congress meets and 
McNarry 
or Haugen secures the passage of a 
bill guaranteeing 
the 
farmer 
the 
costs of producing 
his 
crops, the 
banker may feel safe on mortgages 
Certainly the farmer has the load to 
carry and we are hoping that condi­ 
tions will change for his good. 
No banker should have his money 
tied up in loans 
to the extent 
that 
a crop failure 
would 
cripple 
the 
bank. 
After all, the financing of the 
tenant farmer is the landlord’s obli 
gation and not the bankers.—W. W.

Do you know the names 
of 
your 
soils 
Do you know how many of the 
¡185 different types or kinds of 
Mis­ 
souri soils are represented in your 
fields ? 
These 
are 
questions 
that 
should interset every land owner and 
the chances are that for more than 50 
per cent of the cases the correct an­ 
swer could be determined. 
More than 
50 per cent of all Missouri soil areas 
have been surveyed and the names 
and characteristics of their soils care­ 
fully determined. 
This information, 
accumulated by the State Soil Sur­ 
vey, is proving of great convenience 
and value, says H. H. Krusekopf of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
It is evident that each one of the 185 
different kinds of soils must have 
a 
name in order to be identified 
and 
given the proper classification. 
The system of 
naming 
Missouri 
soils is the same as that used by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture and 
by all the states in the Union. 
It is 
the most practical and comprehensive 
system that has yet 
been 
devised. 
Each distinct soil type, 
no 
matter 
where it occurs, is given a name made 
up from two or four words. The first 
word corresponds to the family 
or 
surname of an individual. Thus Put­ 
nam is the name applied to the dark 
gray, level prairie land of Northeast 
Missouri. The last words of the name 
indicate the character of 
the 
soil 
material. 
The Putnam soil is inter­ 
mediate in texture and is 
therefore 
known as Putnam silt loam. Another 
kind of soil of this region is the hilly, 
-hallow, white oak land. 
It is known 
as Lindley loam. 
The black alluvial 
or bottom land soils belong to 
the 
Wabash family. 
Land owners in increasing numbers 
are learning and using the names of 
their soils. 
This 
is 
indicated 
by 
many letters received by the College 
of Agriculture. 
Progressive 
county 
agents and vocational teachers 
find 
the use of soil names a great aid 
in 
their work. 
Not 
all 
persons 
are 
Smiths or Joneses—neither can 
all 
soils be called loams or clays. Every 
horse has a name, why not be definite 
with our soils 
A correct understanding of the fav­ 
orable as well 
as 
the 
unfavorable 
characteristics is a tremendous 
aid 
in the proper use and 
handling 
of 
soils. 
A high content 
of 
lime and 
phosphorous may make 
unnecessary 
the use of fertilizer. A low supply of 
humus, poor drouth resistance, poor 
underdrainage, 
hardpan 
structure; 
all have an injurious effect on plant 
growth. 
These 
factors 
and 
many 
others are considered in classifying 
and naming soils. 
In the great majority of cases 
a 
farm is not likely to have more than 
six different types of soils. To learn 
the names of these is 
easily 
done. 
Any farmer who owns Marshall silt 
loam can justly boast that his 
land 
is of the best 
Corn 
Belt type. 
To 
have Knox silt loam is almost a guar­ 
antee that yuor soil is well adapted 
to alfalfa and fruit. 
However, it al­ 
so indicates that your land is hilly, 
for such is the topography of most 
of this type. 
If part of your land is 
clarified as Waverly clay loam, 
the 
chances are that it is light in color 
and that it is poorly drained. .And 
so it varies with 185 Missouri soils.

Without 
Borglum, 
the 
United 
Daughters of the Confederacy turned 
with tooth and talon upon the 
me­ 
morial, which the organization prev­ 
iously had supported wholeheartedly. 
I he U, D. C.’s asked to be allowed to 
take the project over 
and 
run 
it 
themselves. 
They were denied, some­ 
what curtly, and curtness is some­ 
thing to which the Georgia U. D. C. 
— accustomed to 
browbeating 
m er­ 
chants and 
small 
town 
mayors— 
could not reconcile 
itself. 
An 
or­ 
ganization which boasts the benevo­ 
lent approval of th at inspired, mod­ 


ern, female 
prophet, 
Miss 
Millie 
Rutherford, naturally 
threw up 
its 
hands at very thought 
of 
such 
an 
idea. 
And having 
thrown 
up 
its 
hands, it proceeded to the business of 
passing resolution and counter-reso­ 
lution—a gentle a rt in which

him”, Augustus Lukeman, (said to be 
a sculptor), was retained to carry the 
memorial to completion. 
Lukeman 
had carved a bust of Bishop 
Somc- 
body-or-other and a few other minor 
things nobody had ever heard of be­ 
fore, but the comm ittee th at hired 
him invested him 
with 
an A tlanta- 
made garm ent of fam e designed es­ 
pecially for his introduction to 
this 
fair city, and he came here amid the 
most raucous trum peting of the 
as­ 
sociation, heralded as one of Am eri­ 
ca’s most outstanding artists. 
Borglum’s models and plans were 
discarded, and for weary months Mr. 
Lukeman dabbled w ith mud in a stu­ 
dio somewhere in the east. 
Finally 
he returned to A tlanta w’ith an adobe 
picture of horses all out of proportion 
ridden by three men whom he solemn­ 
ly assured Southerners were Lee and 
Jackson and Davis. 
Everything was 
altered, all the 
work 
done 
before 
m ust be undone or done over again. 
And mind you—all this tim e and 
even un-to this good day, 
the 
only 
thing the Stone M ountain association 
crowd could show as the result of its 
labors and the fru it of the vast sums 
it had expended was one lone head on 
a hillside th at caused 
a 
Tennessee 
veteran to spit in disgust. 
Money was gone; faiths were shat­ 
tered; reputations were dragged 
in 
the m ire; Georgia w’as fighting a lit­ 
tle Civil W ar all its own—and 
the 
one great head, rugged and unfinish­ 
ed, stared down from 
the mountain 
and somehow repressed a desire 
to 
laugh. 
The association now says work 
is 
under way again on 
the 
memorial 
It’s probably true. 
Somebody whis­ 
pers th at Lukeman is going to 
take 
Lees’ h at off and carve a new head 
in the place of the one now on 
the 
m ountain. 
It may be true. There are 
so m any rum ors and so many views 
about Stone M ountain th at one never 
knows. 
B ut 
this 
is 
a solemn fact, one 
vouched for even by the association 
itse lf: 
Lukeman is not going to carve the 
m emorial. 
No artists, no sculptor is 
going to carve it. 
It is being doled out by piece work 
to m arble-cutters, chiseled like some 
giant 
tom bstone; 
shaped 
by 
the 
sam e hand th a t fashions stone angels 
for cem eteries. 
Lukeman will come 
down once in a while and see th a t the 
tombstone men do th e ir work right, 
but th a t’s all. 
The m emorial—if it’s 
ever 
com­ 
pleted—will be the 
product 
of 
the 
tom bstone industry. 
It will be 
no 
more nor less than a line of 
stolid, 
soulless things of stone 
th a t 
will 
stare down on A tlanta with the same 
smile you can find on the faces 
of 
angles over the graves in 
Oakland 
cemetery. 
This will be the case if the memor­ 
ial is ever completed. 
Figuring on past 
experinece, 
it 
will be finished when our grandchil­ 
dren grow beards or itake to knitting 
—th a t is, provided progress is made 
at the same rate it has been made in 
the past. 
But no one is advised to sta rt rais­

St nator-elect Smith W. Brookhart to­ 
day advocated a special 
session 
of 
Congress next summer to 
complete 
enactment of special farm relief legi­ 
slation, which, 
he 
believes, 
should 
hi started in the session opening next 
month. 
Farm relief, he declared, 
should 
precede the appropriations in 
Con­ 
gress. 
Appropriation measures, 
lie 
said, could go over until 
the 
extra 
ression. 
“I want to congratulate the farm­ 
ers of Iowa upon their emphatic vic­ 
tory, because it was their victory and 
not mine", Col. Brookhart said. "The 
victory is not due to any strict party 
alignment and those who arose above 
party demands to support the farm 
program are entitled to the greatest 
credit”. 
A survey of the situation 
shows 
that the frfTm bloc 
easily 
has 
the 
balance of power in both houses 
of 
the new Congress. 
It also shows the 
administration still in opposition to 
any adequate farm bill. 
“Being opposed 
to 
farm 
relief, 
there is no chance that the President 
will call an extra session, unless the 
appropriation bills are ddisplaced un­ 
til after March 4. This can easily be 
done by a dosen Senators, in spite of 
the wrath of the Vice President, and' 
I see no reason why it should not be 
favored by a majority of the old Sen­ 
ate”. 
If farm legislation is passed and 
then vetoed, he said, it would be the 
issue of the national election.

1,000,000

W ashington, D. C., November 13.— 
There was never a more outrageous 
scheme to favor the rich than Pres- 
ient Coolidges plan for a tax refund 
or credit to taxpayers. 
This seems 
to he the opinion of just about every 
Democrat now in W ashington. 
The President won’t get 
to 
first 
base with his scheme, they hold, be­ 
cause it does next to nothing for the 
great m ass of people, while it takes 
millions of dollars from the treasury 
and bestows It upon persons and cor­ 
porations of great incomes who ne<*d 
it least. 
An analysis of the 
tabulation 
of 
individual income tax paym ents for 
1924, the last year for which such of­ 
ficial tabulation is available, show’s 
how the President’s plan would work 
out. 
For th a t year, the number of tax ­ 
payers in the class below $5000 was 
3,804,045 and the amount of tax they 
paid was $47,050,694. 
A ten per cent 
rebate or refund, or a credit of this 
am ount on next year’s 
tax, 
would 
am ount to approxim ately $4,700,000 
divided am ong nearly four 
million 
taxpayers, or a little more than one 
dollar each. 
Of course those 
who 
paid on incomes of one, two or three 
thousand dollars would get less than 
this. 
But this is the average. 
The num ber in the 
brackets 
be­ 
tween five and ten thousand 
dollars 
was 426,845, and their total paym ents 
$28,827,944. 
A ten per cent refund 
would am ount to approxim ately $2- 
800,000, divided among 
more 
than 
400.000 taxpayers, would 
be 
little 
more than six dollars each. 
On the other hand the 1924 tabula­ 
tion shows that there were 75 
per­ 
sons in the country who paid taxes on 
incomes of more than $1,000,000 each, 
and their total paym ents amounted 
to $34,468,363. 
A ten per cent refund 
to them would amount to about $3,- 
400.000 or about $450,000 each. 
W hat is true of individual income 
taxes is also true as to the corpora­ 
tion tax. 
A few 
big 
corporations 
would get the great bulk of the re 
fund, it is contended, and the 
little 
corporations would get insignificant 
sums. * 
The little fellow, who pays taxes 
on a net income of one or two thou­ 
sand dollars would get a refund 
of 
about seventy cents, while the 
man 
paying a tax of a 
million 
dollars 
would get a refund of $100,000. 
For 
example, in Pennsylvania, the 
1924 
tabulation shows seven persons paid 
taxes on incomes of more than 
$1, 
000,000 each. 
They paid a total of 
$5,768,036. 
Their refund at ten per 
cent would he about $576,000. 
In Michigan, four paid 
taxes 
on 
incomes of more than a million and a 
half dollars, paying a total of $6,- 
000,000. 
These four would split 
a 
tax refund of $600,000, 
or 
$150,000 
each, or nearly as much 
as 300,000 
taxpayers in the $1000 
net income 
class. 
The plan is not tax relief, at 
all, 
but gross favoritism , Democrats in­ 
sist. The people generally would get 
far more relief out of the mere repeal 
of the three per cent automobile tax, 
they point out, than from the Presi­ 
dent’s plan. 
The average farm er pays no income 
tax; but if he buys a flivver, he pays 
a tax of fifteen to tw enty dollars, or 
as much as the total relief of twen­ 
ty-five income tax payers in the $1,- 
000 class under the President’s plan. 
At the proper tim e, it is promised, 
the Democrats in Congress will pre­ 
sent a genuine tax relief bill

BLOWN TUESDAY NIGHT 


The safe at the Baker Store 
Co. 
a t Salcedo, was blown open Tuesday 
night and robbed of the $3 in money 
it contained. 
The money was ticket 
money belonging to the Frisco Rail­ 
road Company, placed in the safe for 
the night. 
The job was evidently done by ex­ 
perts as it was carefully planned out. 
The yeggmen made their entrance in­ 
to the store by forcing the locks on 
the front door with a brake shoe key 
taken from the railroad yards near 
by. They had first, examination 
the 
next morning showed, gone in 
the 
garage of J. B. Stacy, who lives near 
by, searching for tools there and find­ 
ing none had gotten the brake shoe 
key at the railroad. 
The safe was blown 
with 
nitro­ 
glycerine and all of the work was 
done in gloves 
so that 
no 
finger 
prints would be left. 
To deaden the 
sound of the 
explosion, 
sacks 
of 
sugar were piled about the safe and 
when the 
blast 
came, 
these were 
blown open and the sugar scattered 
all over the floor to a depth of sever­ 
al inches. 
The safe door was

through the partition separating the 
office from the store, pieces of it be­ 
ing found

and 
forty feet 
away, while

thrown to the floor by the violence of 
the shock. 
The money in the salfe was all that 
was taken. $1.50 in pennies which wa* 
in the cash register being left altho’ 
the thieves broke open the wrappers 
and left the pennies lying loose.

DO YOU KNOW YOUR SOILS., 


Do you know the name* 
of 
your 
soil* 
Do you know how many of the 
185 different types or kind* of 
Mis­ 
souri soils are represented in your 
fields? 
These 
are 
questions 
that 
should interset every land owner and 
the chances are that for more than 50 
per cent of the cases the correct an­ 
swer could be determined. 
More than 
50 per cent of all Missouri soil areas 
have been surveyed and the names 
and characteristics of their soils care­ 
fully determined. 
This information, 
accumulated by the State Soil Sur­ 
vey, is proving of great convenience 
and value, says H. H. Krusekopf of 
the Missouri College of Agriculture. 
It is evident that each one of the 185 
different kinds of soils must have 
a 
name in order to be identified 
and 
given the proper classification. 
The system of 
naming 
Missouri 
soils is the same as that used by the 
U. S. Department of Agriculture and 
by all the states in the Union. 
It is 
the most practical and comprehensive 
system that has yet 
been 
devised. 
Each distinct soil type, 
no 
m atter 
where it occurs, is given a name made 
up from two or four words. The first 
word corresponds to the family 
or 
surname of an individual. 
Thus Put­ 
nam is the name applied to the dark 
gray, level prairie land of Northeast 
Missouri. The last words of the name 
indicate the character of 
the 
soil 
material. 
The Putnam soil is inter­ 
mediate in texture and is 
therefore 
known as Putnam silt loam. Another 
kind of soil of this region is the hilly, 
.shallow, white oak land. 
It is known 
as Lindley loam. 
The black alluvial 
bottom land s< ils belong to 
the 
Wabash family. 
Land owners in increasing numbers 
are learning ard using the names of 
their soils. 
Thi> 
is 
indicated 
by 
many letters received by the College 
of Agriculture. 
Progressive 
county 
agents and vocational teachers 
find 
the use of soil names a great aid 
in 
their work. 
Not 
all 
persons 
are 
Smiths or Joneses—neither can 
all 
soils be called loams or clays. Every 
horse has a name, why not be definite 
with our soils 
A correct understanding of the fav 
orable as well 
as 
the 
unfavorable 
characteristics is a tremendous 
aid 
in the proper use and 
handling 
of 
soils. 
A high content 
of 
lime and 
phosphorous may make 
unnecessary 
the use of fertilizer. A low supply of 
humus, poor drouth resistance, poor 
underdrainage, 
hardpan 
structure 
all have an injurious effect on plant 
growth. 
These 
factors 
and 
many 
others are considered in classifying 
and naming soils. 
In the great majority of cases 
a 
farm is not likely to have more than 
six different types of soils. To learn 
the names of these is 
easily 
done. 
Any farmer who owns Marshall silt 
loam can justly boast that his 
land 
is of the best 
Corn 
Belt type. 
To 
have Knox silt loam is almost a guar­ 
antee that yuor soil is well adapted 
to alfalfa and fruit. 
However, it al 
so indicates that your land is hilly, 
for such is the topography of most 
of this type. 
If part of your land is 
clasified as Waverly clay loam, 
the 
chances are that it i* light in color 
and that it is poorly drained. .A nd 
so it varies with 185 Missouri soils

COTTON CROP TO DE 
REDUCED NEXT YEAR 


Poplar Bluff, 
November 
16.—An 
expensive lesson In diversified farm ­ 
ing 
is 
being 
taught 
farm ers 
of 
Southeast 
Missouri this year. 
The 
experience will result, it is believed, 
in the reduction of the cotton acre­ 
age in the southeast part of the State 
by a least one-third 
next 
season. 
Farm ers plan to increase the acreage 
of w heat, com , 
potatoes, 
soybeans 
and virtually all other crops which 
are considered staple, thus lessening 
the acreage in cotton. 
Growers in a dozen Southeast Mis­ 
souri counties expected large returns 
from their cotton yield this year. The 
crop was good, notw ithstanding 
the 
adverse w eather conditions early 
in 
the season, but their bubble has burst, 
leaving them with a large crop 
of 
cotton from which little or nothing 
can be realised. 
Unlike the farm ers 
of 
A rkansas 
and 
some other states, however, the 
agriculturist of Southeast 
Missouri 
was pretty well prepared for the mis­ 
fortune. 
Little did he suspect 
the 
price of cotton would drop to the ex­ 
trem ely low level, but he is educated, 
as a rule, to a higher standard than 
that of planting a one-item crop. 
Even with the low price of cotton 
this year, Southeast Missouri is not 
in as bad condition as one would be­ 
lieve. 
The yield thsi years is not so 
great as last year, the total estim at­ 
ed crop 
being 
250,000 bales. 
I^ast 
year the yield was 294,000 bales. 
The production in Southeast Mis­ 
souri counties last year was: 
B utler County, 7594 bales; Dunk­ 
lin County, 80,160 bales; Mississippi 


County, 23,263 bales; 
New 
Madrid 
County, 
41,289 
bales; 
Pemiscot 
County, 76,071 bales; Scott 
County, 
27,568 bales; Stoddard County, 
21,- 
254 bales. 
The yield this year was 
slightly lower in Dunklin, M iesissippi, 
New Madrid and Pemiscot Counties. 
Scott County reports one of 
the 
beat cotton crops ever raised in th at 
section. 
The maple grades high and 
the acreage given to cotton this year 
is less than in the previous 
years. 
Last year some 27,568 bales of cotton 
were grown, while this year the re ­ 
duction will be approxim ately 30 per 
cent. 
Few 
Scott 
County farm ers 
are 
snapping 
their 
cotton. 
They are 
picking it clean and getting 
every 
cent out of the crop th at is possible 
under the existing price 
conditions. 
A shortage of 
cotton 
pickers 
has 
caused some delay and inconvenience 
in handling the yield. 
Scott County is in a better finan­ 
cial condition this fall than it was a 
year ago, the bankers say, and 
the 
farm ers are, as 
a 
whole, 
in better 
circum stances. 
Most of the farm ers 
have raised sufficient 
corn, 
w heat, 
hay and other crops to make 
them 
independent of 
outside 
buying for 
such products. 
A few, however, have 
spent their entire time and money on 
cotton, and these 
are 
"feeling 
the 
pinch". 
The average yield per acre in Scott 
County will approxim ate 343 pounds 
of lint cotton. 
Grain dealers report 
that the farm ers will sow an increas­ 
ed am ount of grain next year. Many 
are abandoning cotton altogether for 
grain and grass farm ing. 
"It is agreed by the m ajority 
of 
agricultural leaders in Scott County", 
says one Sikeston man, "th a t an ex­ 
tensive program of diversification is

Butler County had a good crop this 
year. 
The acreage 
was 
increased 
•lightly over last year, and even with 
the slump in 
price, 
there 
is little 
change in the am ount of deposits 
in 
those sections of the county 
where 
cotton is a m ajor factor. 
Dunklin 
County 
reported 
a fine 
crop and will produce 
some 
65,000 
hales this year, according to County 
Agent C. R. T albert. 
The 
farm ers 
are picking their crop clean, believ­ 
ing th a t they can better 
afford 
to 
pick all their cotton than to plow it 
under. 
Gins in Dunklin County have 
refused to buy 
cotton th at is snap­ 
ped., 
“ Prices being received for cotton 
are not below the cost of production", 
says T albert. 
"B ut our farm ers are 
determ ined to raise more corn 
and 
soybeans, more chickens and 
hogs, 
more garden and truck patches next 
year, and to cut their 
acreage 
of 
cotton from 25 to 35 per cent. For­ 
tunately we put a pretty good crop 
of home-growm hay 
all 
over 
the 
county and made a good crop of corn. 
"L ast year we made 80,000 bales of 
cotton on 109,000 acres. 
It was two- 
thirds badly w eather-dam aged", con­ 
tinued Talbert. 
"This year we 
are 
making 65,000 bales on 107,000 acres, 
and it is good cotton, too. 
"The co-operative selling of cotton 
is grow ing in Dunklin County. This 
year 100 farm ers are selling 
their 
entire cotton crops through the Mis­ 
souri Cotton 
Grow ers’ 
Association. 
Dunklin County farm ers will diversi­ 
fy crops more in 1927 than ever be­ 
fore. 
Dunklin County people are by 
no means whipped by the reduction 
in cotton prices". 
Mississippi County’s economic con­ 
dition is better than it was at 
this 
tim e last year, accordng to C harles­ 
ton bankers. 
Regardless of the cot­ 
ton price decline, these bankers feel 
confident 
th at 
conditions 
will 
be 
greatly improved as result of the de­ 
cline in cotton prices this year. 
The cotton 
yield 
in 
Mississippi 
County is estim ated at #bout 75 per 
cent as much 
as last year, 
due 
to 
acreage reduction. 
The average yield 
will be about 300 pounds of lint cot­ 
ton. 
A pproxim ately 
30.000 
acres 
were planted to cotton in 1926 in that 
county. 
'We have plenty of corn 
to 
feed 
and plenty to sell", says George W. 
Shelby, a Charleston 
banker. 
"W e 
will have less cotton next year, 
the 
farm ers planning 
more 
extensive 
diversification". 
Echoing Shelby’s statem ent, Chas. 
E. K irkpatrick 
of Charleston, 
says 
there is no m aterial decrease in the 
bank deposits— in fact they are 
ap­ 
proxim ately the same as last year. 
"W e m ust have better prices 
for 
our farm products", K irkpatrick says 
and he believes diversification is the 
solution. 
Stoddard County has never given 
over a large acreage to cotton, con­ 
sidering the size of that county. The 
yield is rath er poor in some sections 
and farm ers are planning to plant 
more wheat, corn 
and 
other 
such 
crops next year. 
R. H. Moore, cashier of the Bank 
of Bemie, states that 
cotton 
crop 
conditions in Stoddard County 
are 
approxim ately 75 per cent of normal. 
The estim ated yield of cotton 
this 
year 
is 
12,000 bales 
as compared 
with 21,000 bales last year. 
"The 
financial 
condition 
of the 
county is not quite as good as it was 
last year. 
Quite a bit of our cotton 
will not be picked, but the ground is 
being sowed in wheat. 
W heat acre­ 
age will be 
m aterially 
increased", 
says Moore. 
He asserts 
the 
south 
part 
of 
Stoddard 
County usually 


raises all the 
feed 
necessary, but 
will turn to raising more foodstuffs 
for hogs and other 
livestock 
next 
year. 
Declaring 
th a t 
Pemiscot 
County 
farm ers give too much time and mon­ 
ey to cotton, M. D. Amburgey, coun­ 
ty extension agent located at 
Ca- 
ruthersville, declares, “ Wre are plan­ 
ning a special cam paign to persuade 
the farm ers of Pemiscot County 
to 
make a living first and 
then 
grow 
their cash 
crops". 
He 
says 
some 
farm ers in th a t county have 
made 
good, but "those farm ers who 
have 
made good 
consistently, 
are those 
who have grown alfalfa and corn in 
addition to their cotton crop. These 
farm ers are considering further di­ 
versification next year. 
We believe 
it is absolutely necessary for a farm 
er to diversify and especially to grew 
his feeds and food stuffs on his own 
farm . 
We have grown approxim ate­ 
ly 100,000 acres of cotton this year 
Most of the farm ers do not 
grow 
sufficient feed crops to take carc of 
their requirem ents". 
O. W. Chilton, Judge of the Coun­ 
ty Court of Pemiscot, declares 
the 
cotton crop in Pemiscot County 
is 
somewhat more than the normal this 
year. 
Pem iscot 
County 
seems 
to 
have the g reatest amount of cotton 
acreage in Southeast Missouri. I-ast 
year 76,000 acres were given over to 
cotton, as 
com pared 
with 
100,000 
acres this year. 
"Ju st at this tim e cotton is com­ 
m anding 9 to 11 cents in the line for 
the better grades", says Judge Chil­ 
ton. 
"A 
concerted 
move 
is 
being 
made to have farm ers pick their cot­ 
ton clean, but following a rain it is 
alm ost impossible for them to pick 
their cotton clean. 
The bolls come 
off with the lock and they have to re­ 
move the boll rem nants by hand—a 
slow and laborious process. 
"I am told th a t the financial condi­ 
tion of the county is not so bad this 
year as m ight be supposed in 
the 
face of the circum stances. Collections 
seem to be fair and the merchants not 
so hard-pressed for money. 
Bank de­ 
posits are about the same 
as 
last 
year and note holdovers have been 
reduced some 10 to 20 per cent, bank­ 
ers say. 
This is tantam ount 
to

slight im provem ent, of course, though 
the actual circulation of money may 
not be quite as great as it was last 
year. 
"It is estim ated that 
there 
are 
about 230,000 acres of improved farm 
land in Pemiscot County. 
This leav­ 
es some 130.000 acres which is being 
cultivated in com , alfalfa, potatoes, I 
fruit and gardens. 
A sw rule farm ers 
here have not grown a sufficient sup­ 
ply of food and feed stuffs. 
About 
10,000 acres 
of 
new 
alfalfa 
was 
seeded this year in the county, and 
with the good corn crop will go 
a 
long way tow ard bettering condition? 
here next year. 
Some of the farm ­ 
ers will have to borrow in advance of 
the season, but most of them will be 
able to finance their farm work w ith­ 
out aid". 
From all general appearances, cot­ 
ton will be reduced next year possi­ 
bly 30 per cent throughout Southeast 
Missouri.

All about were 
old men—old men who hobbled about

laughing and others as solemn as so 
many superannuated owls. 
The scene was one calculated to in- 
pire the patriot and fire the ¡mag 
inative, for the 
mountain 
was 
tht 
world’s greatest natural monolith or 
the sheer scarp of which -according 
to a report that has Iwen common it 
these parts for, lo, these weary year? 
is being carved the world’s great 
t monument in stone to the South’s 
lost cause. 
The decreipt 
old 
men 
were once the upstanding, stalwar. 
legionnaries of Lee and Jackson, mei 
who displayed a courage in the face 
>f hopeless odds that held a 
world 
rmated; m* n who were as brillianl 
n defeat as in victory. 
The writer watched the face of 
t 
white-haired, eaglebenked old 
fellow 
whose toothless jaws munched med­ 
itatively at a wad of chewing tobac­ 
co while he stood at the base of the 
mammoth rock gazing through a tel­ 
escope at a long line 
of 
mammoth 
horsemen and foot soldiers parading 
across the face of Stone Mountain. 
First it 
was 
carefully 
explained 
that this was 
what 
the 
memorial 
would look like when it 
was 
finally 
completed several years in the future 
Then the future tense gradually lost 
its punch, and the impression 
was 
generally conveyed that the * monu­ 
ment rapidly was assuming the shape 
of the picture*, that the memorial was 
quickly coming to completion. Wheth­ 
er this was the fautt of the 
Stone 
Mountain incompetents themselves or 
of the newspapers and 
periodical? 
that seizes! on the photograph with 
avidity is of little importance. 
The 
impression somehow became general 
Money flowed into the coffers 
of 
the association in a golden 
stream. 
Another impression became general. 
This was to the* effect that the man 
who could get a job with the associa­ 
tion was in clover. It has been charg­ 
ed openly and with bitterness 
that 
salaries were exorbitant; that 
ex­ 
penditures were 
prodigally 
lavish; 
that gay parties were finance*d with 
pennies which school 
children con­ 
tributed to what they were assured 
was a sacred thing. 
So sweetly did the flow of the wa­ 
ters of the association’s publicity be­ 
come that leading spirits of the asso­ 
ciation w’ere even charged with tu rn ­ 
ing the pellucid and refreshing tides 
to extolling their own virtues and to 
furthering political machinations. 
One thing may be said in all justice 
on the side of the committee which 
came to blows with Gutzon Borglum 
and eventually 
fired 
the 
sculptor. 
That is, that Borglum wouldn’t work. 
He designed his models and erected a 
studio— something that 
an 
artistic 
soul like Borglum’s must have in or­ 
der that its genius might flower 
in 
great profusion. 
He set a few drills 
to work, and then he spent his time 
handing out soft soap 
to 
woman’s 
clubs and school auditorium gather­ 
ings in which the undying glory and 
the creative ability of Gutzon Borg­ 
lum played chief part. 
The probability is that some A t­ 
lanta leader inspired with timidity at 
the mighty gift of Borglum humbly 
requested him to cut out the blah and 
get dow?n 
to 
work. 
The 
haughty 
Borglum was offended. 
He was not 
born for work, he probably replied, 
and was surprised that anybody had 
the temerity to 
criticise 
anything 
Borglum might choose to do or say. 
If Borglum had been taken firmly 
in hand and informed that if he did 
not work he wouldn’t get any pay, 
and that without pay he would starve 
just as any mere mortal would 
do, 
chances are he’d have gone back to 
his task chastened and contrite, with 
not so exalted a view of the greatness 
of himself. But he was handled over- 
roughly or not roughly enough. 
His 
bump of ego grew 
daily 
and 
his 
shoutings in the hills and vales 
of 
Georgia grew louder, drawing 
un­ 
favorable attention upon an institu­ 
tion, that hitherto had suffered no in­ 
terference with its money-gathering: 
There occurred a schism 
in 
the 
ranks of the mountainside 
donors. 
One went with Borglum to die fight­ 
ing, and the others went nowhere at 
all or sided with the brains of poor 
<«ld Atlanta. 
The row grew in pro­ 
portion and temperature, 
until 
the 
gifted Borglum proved he could turn 
his hand to the chop-ax by smashing 
his models and madly 
dashing over 
into North Carolina. 


Without 
Borglum, 
the 
United 
Daughters of the Confederacy turned 
with tooth and talon upon the 
me- 


i m, female 
prophet. 
Mis« 
Millie 
Rutherford, naturally 
threw up 
it« j 
hands at very thought 
of 
auch 
a n ; 
idea. 
And having 
thrown 
up 
it« 
hands, it proceeded to the business off 
oassing resolution and counter-reso­ 
lution 
a gentle art in which 
every 
Georgia assemblage from the Rotnr- 
ians to the Girl Scouts excels. 
The shower of 
sheckels 
abruptly 
halts*«!. 
Politics crept into the affairs 
»f the association, and everyone re­ 
members how a little man threatened 
in a published card to spank a 
six- 
'oot leader of the association for im­ 
pudence. 
An audit was promised hut 
never was made public. 
Its head bloodied but 
apparently 
unbowed; its mind dazed hut deter­ 
mined to hang on to what it had, the 
association reefed sail and somehow 
rode the storm out. 
It said nothing; 
there was nothing for it to say. 
It 
lid nothing, awaiting a lull in 
the 
hurricane when its super-minds could 
father and set a new* course. 
Even the publicity died a sudden 
and violent death, 
but 
the 
writers 
were retained at full salary 
against 
the time when they could again re­ 
sume their flowery and fabulous eulo­ 
gies of the progress made on the me­ 
morial glorious sacrifices of the of­ 
ficers of the association and members 
of the Executive Committee. 
Borglum having 
decamped 
amid 
howls from the superminds to the ef­ 
fect that they’d “have 
the 
law 
on 
him”, Augustus Lukeman, (said to be 
a sculptor), was retained to carry the 
memorial to completion. 
Lukeman 
had carved a bust of Bishop 
Sorne- 
body-or-other and a few other minor 
things nobody had ever heard of be­ 
fore, but the committee that hired 
him invested him 
with 
an Atlanta- 
made garment of fame designed es­ 
pecially for his introduction to 
this 
fair city, and he came here amid the 
most raucous trumpeting of the 
as­ 
sociation, heralded as one of Ameri­ 
ca’s most outstanding artists. 
Borglum’s models and plans were 
discarded, and for weary months Mr. 
Lukeman dabbled with mud in a stu­ 
dio somewhere in the east. 
Finally 
he returned to Atlanta with an adobe 
picture of horses all out of proportion 
ridden by three men whom he solemn­ 
ly assured Southerners were Lee and 
Jackson and Davis. 
Everything was 
altered, all the 
work 
done 
before 
must be undone or done over again. 
And mind you—all this time and 
even un-to this good day, 
the 
only 
thing the Stone Mountain association 
crowd could show as the result of its 
labors and the fruit of the vast sums 
it had expended was one lone head on 
a hillside that caused 
a 
Tennessee 
veteran to spit in disgust. 
Money was gone; faiths were shat­ 
tered; reputations were dragged 
in 
the mire; Georgia was fighting a lit 
tie Civil W ar all its own—and 
the 
one great head, rugged and unfinish­ 
ed, stared down from 
the mountain 
and somehow* repressed a desire 
to 
laugh. 
The association now* says work 
is 
under way again on 
the 
memorial 
It’s probably true. 
Somebody whis­ 
pers that Lukeman is going to 
take 
I^ees’ hat off and carve a new head 
in the place of the one now on 
the 
mountain. 
It may be true. There are 
so many rumors and so many views 
about Stone Mountain that one never 
knows. 
But 
this 
is 
a solemn fact, one 
vouched for even by the association 
itself: 
Lukeman is not going to carve the 
memorial. 
No artists, no sculptor is 
going to carve it. 
It is being doled out by piece work 
to marble-cutters, chiseled like some 
giant 
tombstone; 
shaped 
by 
the 
same hand that fashions stone angels 
for cemeteries. 
Lukeman will come 
down once in a while and see that the 
tombstone men do their work right 
but th a t’s all. 
The memorial—if it’s 
ever 
com 
pleted—will be the 
product 
of 
the 
tombstone indusitry. 
It will be 
no 
more nor less than a line of 
stolid 
soulless things of stone 
that 
will 
stare down on Atlanta with the same 
smile you can find on the faces 
of 
angles over the graves in 
Oakland 
cemetery.
